No 
doubt there had been times of which this 
could be said with the most complete truth. 
One could read of periods in the political 
history of the country when it would 
have been very difficult to distinguish the 
contending principles for’ which the Whigs.

THE PLATFORM AND THE PRESS 


*” The politician ought also to have the gift 
of speech, One often heard that “politicians 
are all talk, talk, talk, and. nothin; 

done.”. They would generally — find 
that the kind of man who most 
emphatically objected. to talk was the man 
who himself talked everybody else down 
by his strident garrulity—the type of man 
who, as George Meredith ssid, telling oa 
story of a noisy man he once met in 
Cumberland, “talks down the —tunuols.” 
Judging from the specimens he had seen, 
great doers are also great talkers. Some 
of the’ greatest business -men he had ever 
met talked like the Gulf Stream. 
You could not always tell where their 
story began or how it ended, but all the 
samé it swept you along its: resistless 
current. “The strong, silent man,” the 
speaker «added, “may have roamed the 
earth in prohistovic days, but I 

never mot him, nor have t heard of any- 
one else who has,.and I feel sure he must 
now be as extinct as the mastodon, But 
with politicians speaking is an essential 
part of their business, _ 

“Tt is true that politicians have to depend 
upon speech as their most accustomed and 
potent weapon. Parlinmentary government 
means etymologically, as well aa in reality, 
government by talk. In a free government 
you must talk your way to good government 
for thera are:so many. to persuade. In 
order to teach. to “persuade, ‘and to 
convince, civilisation has in the main two 
means~—writing and speaking, or, in other 
words, reading and listening. You may 
add another which hax of late been 
rapidly developed as° a means, of in- 
struction, and that is seeing. An idea rea- 
ches a hundred brains. through talk. for 
overy one it finds through reading: Apart 
from the fact that there are ‘many more 
who listen to political argument -than there 
are many more who read{it, the personality of 
the speaker also counts, and makes an impres- 
sion that is absent from the meroly writ- 
ten -word. In the conflict between the 
written and the spoken world the latter has 
hitherto been the more powerful. I remem- 
ber. Mr. Gladstone at a dinner party at which 
I was privileged, as a young member, to bo 
present, telling us that in every conflict 

tween the platform and the Press the 
platform invariably won, If I may 
presume to vary an expression used by: s0 
great an osuthority—the better platform 
invariably beats the stronger Press.” 

The level of speaking in the House of Com- 
mons was high. jWhether it was as high as 
the average pulpit oratory hw' preferred not 
to express an opinion.
